Captain John Barry did brilliant 
work for the cause of American Inde- 
pendence. From the Lexington he 
was transferred to the Effingham, the 
construction of which he had super- 
vised, and with which he captured 
the Edward, Oct. 1777. The Effing- 
ham was destroyed after it was de- 
'serted, by the British, May 1778. We 
see him next as commander of the 
| Raleigh, fiercely attacked by two of | 
|England’s proudest, the “Unicorn” | 
and the “Experience.” The unequal 
fight was almost a draw. Barry, how- | 
ever, withdrew to shore, burned his 
ship and escaped. .He next command- | 


ed the “Delaware. with which he | 
defeated and captured the “Harlem.” 
With the “Alliance” he took snecia! 
commissioner Laurens to France in 
August 1780. On his. return the 
British “Mars” and “Minerva” at- | 
tacked him. Both retired from the | 
battle defeated. On May 28, 1781. | 
Barry fought his most important and | 
desperate engagement with the “At- 
lanta” and the “Trapassey.” He was | 


completely victorious but severely

MONG the sons of King David

fond. Ohe day Amnon, a half-brother 


| of Absalom, was guilty of a grievous 


crime against the young woman, “per |b 
broken-hearted, hid herself in 
brother’s house. Absalom in revenge 
‘slew his half-brother, and fled from 
the country. For three years he re- 
mained in exile in the land of Gessur; 
then, his father’s anger being as- 
suaged, he was permitted to return 
to Jerusalem. 

This favor Absalom repaid by plot- 
ting against the king. e ungrate- 
‘ful son, by his condescending manner 
and affable address, gained the favor | 
of the populace. Soon he had a large | 
following, and now he was ready to 
raise the standard of rebellion. 

Under pretense of fulfilling a vow, 
he obtained his father’s permission to 
go to Hebron. There he was pro- 

claimed king, and gathering an army, 
mae’ hed upon Jerusalem. David, fear- 
ing to be entrapped in the city, fled | 
to a place beyond the river Jordan, | 
barely in time to escape the insurgent 
army, that entered Jerusalem. 

Had Absalom immediate! Sasa tt 
the king, as Achitophel, his coun- 
sellor, advised, le would easily have 
overtaken and killed him. Instead, 
heeding the advice of Chusai, a friend 
‘of David, who pretended to have de-| 
and he tried to keep it under cover. 
|'How contradictory this action was to 
the “heroic” stand he is described as 


taking before the princes and eccles- | 


iastics of Germany: 

“It is a sublime sight to see Luther | 
standing before the assembled princes 
of Europe and, defying death, declar- 
| ing his unshaken convictions.” (This 
has been proved to be a fable like the 
'“discovery of the Bible.”) 

At this time he had armed men at 
his back and the support of princes, 
| who wished to seize the domains of 

ithe Church. He could afford to be 
ibrave. The tide was not running 
lagainst him but, rather, in his favor. 
The real test of courage, however, 
came when he was petitioned by 
Philip of Hesse for a dispensation to 
become a polygamist, and Luther fail- 
ed in that hour. The Roman Pontiff 
did not fail under similar 
stances.

Luther turned 
back the clock of progress and de- 
livered the prophets of God over into 
the hands of an Ahab-Jezebel regime, 
under which they dared not rebuke 
the ambitions of the absolute mon- 
_archs who followed immediately in his 
wake. In other words, democracy 
was postponed two centuries and more 
because of the w ork of Martin Luther. 
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
